RIcHMOND, Va., October 7.—Before the hour 
of 9 had struck the delegates to the Knights 
of Labor convention in the several hotels and 
boarding houses had finished breakfast, and 
groups of neatly dressed, intelligent looking 


men were seen proceeding toward Armory hall 


through every street leading to it. Fifteen 
minutes after-the hour fixed for the beginning 
of the session even the latest stragglers had 
arrived, and the work of the fourth day was 
under way. As tothe details of that work, the 
four walls of the Armory barred out the outer 
world into at least temporary ignorance, and 
not until the close of the session could even 
such information as was decided should be 
made public, be looked for. 

At tire close of the morning session matters 
stood exactly in the same postition as they 
were last evening. The discussion of the Mor- 
rison case, which had then been begun, was 
resumed immediately after the opening of the 
session and was continued until adjournment 
for dinner. The hour of adjournment is 12 
o’clock, but today it was nearly 1 o’clock be- 
fore recess was taken. 

When the afternoon session began the Mor- 
rison case was once more taken up and it was 
expected it would be disposed of within an 
hour, and that the case of the St. Louis dele- 
gestion then be proceeded with. Itis not ex- 
pected that the case will occupy much time, as 
no issues, such as were presented in the Mor- 
rison case, are involved. 

At the evening session, discussion of the re: 
port of the committee on credentials on the 
care of the delegation from district assembly 
126, of New York, headed by John Morrison, 
was continued and it was finally decided to 
admit the delegates from that district with the 
exception of Morrison, who was rejected and 
his alternate substituted for him. This result 
was reached abou t 4 o’clock, as the committee

RESCUED FROM THE ROOF 


BURNING OF FACTORIES IN NEW 
YORK CITY, 


4 Large Wooden Building Filled with Men, Women 
and Children Takes Fire—The Ope atives are 
Cut Off by the Flemes and Seek the 
Roof—Good Work by Firemen. 


NEw York, October 7.—Fire broke out today 
in the four story factory building Nos. 63--67 
Bayard street. Itis David Block’s old tinware 
factory, and has been on firea number of times 
before. Since the tinware factory has been re- 
moved the tailors, closk manufacturers and 
quilt makers have taken possession of it, 
Eight different firms have shops init. Oathe 
fourth floor alone between fifty and seventy: 
five men, women and children were at work 
when the fire broke out. Samuel Paul’s em- 
ployes escaped by the east stairway, which was 
unobstructed, . to the street. The 
employes of the other establishments 
could not escape by the west 
stairway, their pathway being blocked by the 
flames and a dense smoke, to face which 
meant death. The fire was below them in 
Hollenden’s quilt factory. The frightened 
employes then made for the roof of the build- 
ing. They at last reached the flat roof, with 
clothes afire and half smothered. Already the 
just deserted rooms were on fire and to stay on 
the roof was to perish, becauge the flames were 
breaking through the scuttle. The adjoining 
factory was a two-story house with a peak 
roof. To leap to it was perilous, but to remain 
was death. 

The employes shricked in despair anda 
large crowd gathed in the street and with 
shrieks of terror that were echoed in a loud 
wail frem the street, men and women flang 
themselves off. Winnie Rogansky, a young 
woman, liying at 64 Bayard street, fellin the 
street on her head and was mortally hart, her 
skull being crushed in. She was removed 
to a bospital. A little boy, who was clinging 
to the ene of the peakroofed house, was res- 
cued by Paul J. Sha ~ an old voluateer 
fireman, with the ai of some citizens and 
police. 

The police went upon the roof of the tall 
tenement of 71 and threw a rope dewnto the 
factory exo ployes still left on the10o0f of the 
burning building, and they were rescued one 
aiter another. The others were taken in a 
window from the roof of the house. 

Hyman Robertr, an employe, hurt his arm 
badly. All this took buta few minutes and 
then theyolice and firemen put up ladders. 
By thistime the roofof ihe factory was on 
fire, but the firemen were a0on masters of the 
situation. A close search of the burned rooms 
econ showed that nobody had been burned to 
death. The loss on the building an@ contents 
will foot up about $20,000. 


FERISHEDIN THE FLAMES, 


Two Children Burned to Death in a Chicago 
Fire. 


Cuica Go,October 7.--Two children,a boy aged 
ten, and his s'ster, three years younger, were 
burned to death in their beds at 152 Warren 
avenue, by fire which broke out this morning. 
The house is a two-story frame—the home of 
George G. Davis. The flames were already 
under great headway when discovered by 
neghbors, who turned in an alarm from the 
box at the corner of Wood and Madison streets, 
Tbé oceupants of the house had not been 
a oucsed at the time thediscovery was made,and 
such as were saved were obliged to jamp from 
the upper story windows, the first floor of the 
builditge having been completely enveloped in 
flames by this time. The mother of the chil- 
dren burned was severely, if not fatally,injar- 
ed, aud had one arm broken in several places, 
Tce firemen made desperate endeavors to save 
tue children, 


THE UNLUCKY “MASCOTTE.” 


. Inquest Over the Bodies of the Dead—Tes- 


timony of Passengers. 

CAPE GIRARDEAD, Mo., October 7.—There 
are few new particulars in regard to the burn- 
ing cf the river steamer La Mascotte. The 
coroner is holding an inquest on the bodies of 
those who lest their lives in the disaster. The 
captain and pilot of the Eagle were before 
him yesterday and testified that they did all 
in their power to rescue the passengers and 
crew on the burning boat. Thecaptain testi- 
fied that he could not run his boat near the 
Mascotte, ‘for his own vessel would surely 
bave taken fire. Captain Ebough denounces 
the crew of tho Mascotte for cowardice and 
selfishness in looking to their own safety and 
not attempting to rescue the drowning and 
burning passengers. 

Ceptain Thompson of the Mascotte, says 
the Eagle could easily, and without any dan- 
ger to herself, have pushed the burning boat 
ashore. The testimony of passengers who 
were rescued, coincides with that of the offi- 
cers of La Mascotte.

Mr. Powderly is a one sided reformer. In 

his address to the Knights of Labor he had a 

great deal to say abont the‘newslavery. He 

told his hearers that ‘the new slave owners,”’ 

the wonopolists, were more dangerous than 

the slave ownersof the past. ‘This isthe way 
he puts it: 

The lash of the o)d time slave owner could strike 
batone back at atime, and but one of God’s poor 
suffering children felt the stroke. The lash of 
gold in the hands of the new slave owner falls not 
upon one flave alone, but upon the backs of mil- 
Yions, and among thé writhing, tortured victims, 
side by side with the poor and the ignorant, areto 
Pe found the well to do and the educated. 


Now, this overshoots themark. Monopoly 
isa bad thipg, but American workingmen 
are not slaves, and the capitalists are not 
their masters. The changes all the time go- 
ing on in our society show this. Great for-. 
tunes are distributed by the death of their 
owners, and it takes but three generations to 
dump the plutocrat into the gutter, and ele- 
vale the guitersnipe to the top of the ladder. 
In this country the man who serves today 
commands tomorrow. 

But we do not feel inclined to dispute the 
preposition that slavery still threatens us, 
it is not the slavery spoken of by Mr. Pow- 
Gerxly, and it is not the ‘‘indastrial slavery’’ 
wo freqnently mentioned by Mr. Henry 
George. Itis the slavery that results from 
ihe tyranny of the majority. 

King Capital is not our greatest enemy. 
The foe to be most dteaded ig King Mob, or 
ahe majority. 

This is anew doctrine to Mr. Powderly 
and the entire brood of reformers, Within 
ahe past few years a monstrous political her- 
esy hascome to the front. it is nothing 
more nor less than the idea that the majority 
should rule. Noneof the fonnders of the 
republic ever advanced this idea. 
oar free government the true doctrix§ is that 
the majority should rule, sw ytect to aw and 
constitutional order. {76 constitution leaves 
eertain matters GA?side of the control of the 
masgority “ach citizen, whether capitalist 
ain liviper, hasan inner circle of life, into 
which the government as the agent of the 
majority must not intrude. A man has the 
right to speak and publish anything, subject, 
however, to punishment when he abuses the 
privilege. He has the right to choose his 
ewn religion, but he must not disturb the 
public peace with his exercises. So, too, he 
may eat and drivk what he pleases, but if 
hie gluttony makes him a lunatic, or his 
@ruvkenness is anwisance or an injury to 
the public, he may be lecked up. The in- 
stances might be multiplied, but these will 
do. Now, the majority eannot rightfully 
interiere with menin the exercise of the 
rights endmerated, but through its agent, 
the government, it may punish men for 
abusing these rights—that is, for runhing 
inte excesses, 

The disposition of the majority is te run 
over constitutional rights. We bavein va 
rious localities in thiseeuntry laws much 
more wpjust and oppressive than those 
which drove our forefathers into rebellion. 
They are forced by the majority upon a help- 
Jess minority. Generally every usurpation 
by the majority originates in a moral cfaze.. 
Upon the pretext of reform the private rights 
mi the citizen are remorselessly crashed, 
The unfortunate wretch who belongs to the 
swinority finds his business swept away. He 
is vot allowed to select bis own workmen, or 
if he is a worker, the majority, aeting th 
a sccieiy which he bas beea forced join, 
denies him the right te seleet his employer 
or ix bis own wapee..

It is true Mr. Shaler declares that he desires 
to impress the reader with the fact that 
‘the common nétion that slavery was cruel 
in the way it is often supposed to have been 
isa grave error. So far trom this being the 
case,¥ Mr. Shaler adds, “the negro, during 
the period of slavery, was lesa driven to ex- 
cessive labor and suffered less from the 
hatred of the superior race than is likely to 
be the ease in time to come.’’ 

‘Another interesting view is that slavery 
brough the two races into a position where 
there was no longer any instinctive repug- 
nance to each other derived from the strik- 
ing difference of color or of form. Mr. Sha- 
ler is of the opinion that if the negroes had 
been cast upon this shore nnder any other 
conditions than those of slavery, they wonld 
have been unable to obtain this relation 
with the whites which their condition of 
bondage gave. His conclusion, therefore, is 
that the failure of the south to secure any 
considerable acceasions of population by im- 
migration has been very fortunate. Mr. 
Shaler thinks that if the old slave-holding 
states had been rapidly filled up with peo- 
ple to whom the negro was totally strange, 
his posilion would be more unhappy than it 
is at precent. 

It will be seen that this, as far as it goes, 
is vastly different from the tone which Mr. 
Cable bas taken in regard to the negro and 
his position here. The truth is, Mr. Cable 
has disposed of the whole matter to such an 
extent that he has left little room for dis- 
enssion. He has fold the southern people 
that, as sufferers from the sin of slavery, 
they ought to do thus and so toclean their 
consciences and their hands, amd his views 
have been so warmly indorsed at the north 
that, he has taken up his residence there in 
order to be among sympathizers. 

We have mentioned Mr. Cable’s name in 
order to call attention tothe marked differ- 
ence between his attitude and that of Mr.. 
Shaler, Mr. Cable believes that the future 
oi the negre depends on the whites; Mr. 
Shaler believes that it depends on the negroes 
themselves. If there is any outcome in the 


development and improvement, Mr. Shaler 
is right. But there is one fact that seems to 
have been overlooked by all who have con- 
tributed essays on the negro problem to the 
magazines—namely, that dogmatic discus- 
sion does not help matters. All the various 
altempts to compel the southern whites to 
conform their opinions and their acts to suit 
the views of those who believe that the negro 
is the victim of oppression, have not only 
been futile, but have operated to prevent 
the progress of the negro race in various di- 
rections. If legislation has failed to compe 
the southern people todo what most likely 
they would have done of their own accord, 
how miserable inust be the failure of dog- 
matic essays in the magazines ! 

Northern pressure is notonly useless but 
harmful. It serves to renew, as the recent 
incident atthe Richmond theater will do, 
old prejudices and resentments that are dy- 
ing out. Under these circumstances, why 
cannot our northern friends, if they really 
love the negro as much as they say they do, 
be generous enough to let him alone? What- 
ever he accomplishes in the south must be ac- 
eompiished by his own exertions and the 
help of those who understand him best.

Lyneh Law. 

J.C. WH, Holly Springs, Miss: Where and 
how did the term ‘‘lynch law”’ originate? 

According to some authorities, the term was de- 
riyed from a Virginia farmer named Lynch, who, 
having caught a thief, instead of delivering him 
to the law, tied him to a tree and flogged him with 
hisown hands. Another account says that ‘‘in 
1687 one Lynch was sent to America to suppress 
piracy; tut as the laws were not administered with 
much vigor in the colonies, it was presumed that 
this Judge Lynch was empowered to proceed sum- 
marily against pirates, and thus gave rise to the 
term.”’ Still another account, whiclk seems to rest 
upon no good authority, connects the term with 
Mr. Lynch, the founder of Lynchburg, Va. But it 
can be traced to @ much earlier date in Ireland. In 
i498 James Fitzstephens Lynch was mayor and 
warden of Galwey. Hetraded largely in Spain, 
and sent his son thither to purchase 4 Cargo 
of wine. The young man squandered the 
money intrusted to him for this purpose, but 
succeeded in running in debt for a cargo toa 
Spaniard, by whose nephew he wat accompanied 
on the return yoy age to Ireland, where the money 
was to be paid: Young Lynch, to conceal his 
defaication, cauted the Spaniard to b2 thrown 
overboard, and was received at home with great 
honor, as having conducted a most successful 
business operation. But a sailor on his deathbed 
revealed to the mayor of Galway the crime which 
his so had committed. The young man was tried 
before his ownfather, convicted, and sentenced to 
be harged. His family and others undertook to 
prevent the execution and the father, finding that 
the sentence could not be carried into effect the 
usual way, conducted his son up a winding statr- 
way to a window overlooking the public street, 
with his own hands fastened the halter attached 
to his neck to astapie in the wall, and acted as 
executioner. In the council books of Galway 
there is said to be a minute that “James Lynch, 
mayor of Galway, hanged his own son out of the 
window for defrauding and killing strangers, 
without martial or common law, to show a good 
exam ple to posterity.”

Rumors Current Upon the Streets that Captain Jacks 
son Had Coneented to Rnter the Mever’s Iace 
~Tbe Rumors Traced from Oae Porson 
to 4nuother~He Declines to Run, 


Scmething ofa sensation was created among 
city politicians yesterday by a rumor that 
Captain Harry Jackson would bea candidate 
for mayor. 

The report was very genorally bolieved,and 
was discussed on all sides with a great deal of 
in tercat. 

A TALK WItH CAPTAIN JACKSON, 

Captain Jackson was found by a Comstrru: 
TION reporter, late in the afternoon, and the 
1umots relating tohis probable candidacy 


wore stated to him. He appeared to be sar 


prised, and said with emphasis: 

“I have given nobody the slightest reason 
to suppose that i would bea candidate for 
mayor,” 

“Well, captain, how do yau accoust for the 
iumoret”’ 

“f don’t know, unless upon this ground: I 
have been told that certain leading citizens of 
Atlanta were considering tho advisability of 
asking mo to bea candidate.”’ 

‘Was the information given you official?’ 

“No, it was not. I have been told that if it 
should be determined to ask me to become a 
candidate, I would be informed by gentlomen 
appointed for that purpose.”’ 

“Have you at present any idea of being a 
candidate?” 

“T have not?” 3 

‘What about tho fature—would anything 
induce you te enter the race?’ 

“I cannot conceive of anything, except one, 
perhaps, that would inguce me to become & 
candidate for any office in the world, Icoald 
not be in office without great detziment to my 
business. My law practice takes me 


often away from home, and, if I were mayor, | © 


would have to give up that part of my practice 
and stay at home.” 

“Whatis the one thing that might induce 
ycu to bold office 7’ 

“Well, if the solid men of Atlanta—the men 
who have made the city whatit is—should 
say to me that it was my duty to bea candi- 
date for mayor, | would, perhaps, agres to do 
as they wished, In that case, | wonld make a 
personal sacrifice for the sake of fulfillinga 
duty to the city. My candidacy for the office of 
mayor would be like my going into another 
war to be shot at. I would be a candidate 
becanse the interests of the people with whom 
Iam allied demanded it. Nothing else, as I 
have already said, would induce me to seek 
or to hold vffice.’’ 

WHY HIS NAME WAS MENTIONED. 

Captain Jackeon’s rumored candidacy was 
in the nature of a surprise to every one, and 
after his declination had become known a 
general desire was manifested to learn where 
the proposition originated. Rumor placed the 
responsibility upon Mr. G, 8. Adair, Mr. G. T. 
Dodd and others. and calls were made upon 
them by a CONSTITUTION reporter. 

Mr. Adair was found at his residence on 
Washington street,and when atked if he knew 
any hint about Captain Jackson’s candidacy, 
said : 

“I did hear his name mentioned as a candi- 
date for mayor, but I heard late this afternoon 
that he had declined to run.” 

“Who first snggestea his name?” 

“Well, I really don’t know. I believe I first 
heard it mentioned on the street.”’ 

“By whom?” 

“T can’t remember. I think Captain Mil- 
ledge was in the crowd,” 

“Any one else?’ 

“TI can’t recall just now.” 

‘Mr, Adair, it is said that you are acquainted 
with all the facts relative to Captain Jackson's 
candidacy.”’ 

“That is incorrect. I have heard his name 
mentioned on the streets. That's all,” 

A call was next made upon Mr, Green Dodd 
at his residence, but he was not in, and several 
sttempts were made to talk with him by the 
’phone, but without success. 

- CAPTAIN MILLEDGE TALKS. 

Captain Milledge was found at the Mark- 
ham and was asked: 

“Do you know how Captain Jackson’s name 
in copnection with the race for mayor origi- 
nated?’ 

“No, I can’t say that I do.” 

“When did you first hear of it.” 

“About a week ago I think.” 

“How?” 

“T was in a gentleman’s private office—and 
if wasn’t Mr. Dodd’s either—when Captain 
Jackson’s name was mentioned. Subsequently 
I heard it mentioned on the streets.”’ 

“By whom?’ 

“Oh, I can’t say just now.” 

“In whose oflice did you first hear Captain 
Jackson’s name mentioned?” 

“T sha..’¢ tell you.” 

“Do you know anything of some petitions 
to Captain Jackson asking him to run?” 

“Yes, such was contemplated, bat it has

MEETING OF THE DIRECTORS 
NAS VILLE. 


The Oharge Against atiania ficored and the Pennant 
Awarded to Her—The Charge Against Macon 
Thrown Out~—New Orleans Admitted to 
Mewmberehip— Baseball Yesterday. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., October 7.--[Special. |— 
The South ern Jesgve representatives met in 
the gentlemens’ parlors of the Maxwell house 
this mornivg. The league cities were repre- 
srent«d es follows; 

Atlapta—Steve A. Ryan. 


lestou—J. 8 Tupper.

Memphis—John L. Sneed and John I. Kerr.

There were also present, Walter R. Browa, 
leagee secretary; Ben jVarter, from Birm- 
ingham; James I’. Taylor and John F. Kelty, 
of Mobile: J. M. Kaufman, representing the 
interests of the New Orleans Baseball park 
essociation; W. L. Saxou, representing the 
New Orleans Rt. E. Lee association; , Marsh 
Redon and C, H: Ginslinger, repre- 
senting two other New Orleans 


baseball associations, and Brewer representa- 
tive of A. J. Reach. 

Mr. Tanke:sley was chosen temporary chair- 
man, 

Secretary Rrown .read the follo ving report 
of the standing of the clabs at the close of 
the league season, with reference to the games 
won and games lost: 

Atianta, 605; Savannah, 639; Nashville, 554; 
Memphis, 494; Charleston, 443; Macon, 342. 

Mr. Tupper euggested a formal protest 
against Atiants, on account ol some action in 
regard tothe game. 

Steve Ryan, of Atlanta, said that he was 
ready to meet any charge that might be 
brought against Atlanta. A number of false 
reports had obtained currency which he was 
prepared to refute. He and§ Mr. Brown, 
for the sake of argument, waived all techni- 
calitics, apd agreed to give Charleston the pro- 
tested game. 

Mr. Morrow said that there had been very 
much done to injure baseball in the south. 
The fault might be traced directly to the presi- 
cent of the league. who persistently refused to 
enforce the rules governing umpires. Ali the 
clubs were in fault. He did not declare that 
Atlanta was the greatest offender, but deserved 
much censure. 

The discussion at this point grew quite 
epicy. Mr. Tupper introduced the following: 

Whereas, it is object of the Southern league 
to foster the game of baseball throughout the south, 
to make it, as it should be, @ manly sport, free from 
a)l trickery and unfairvess, and, 

Whereas, the action ofthe Atlanta club throughout 
tbe past seasor, both in their treatment of visiting 
clubs,the behavior of their players on the groguds 
of other clubs, wassuch as to bring discredit tothe 
game in the south; and \ 

Whereas, The action of the Atlanta club during 
the latter part of the season on their grounds was 
such as to bring the Southern league into discred- 
| it ibproughout the south; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Atlanta club be and hereby 
is censured and reprimanded; be it 

Resolved, That such proceedings will not be 
tolerated in the future from the Atlantas by the 
Southern league. . 

Following these resolutions, motions were 
made to.include Nashville for her part in the 
Nashville-Macon squabble in this city, and 
also Savannah for the part she played in At- 
lanta near the close of the season. The above 
resolutions were amendad by striking out 
“Atlanta,” and inserting “Southern league 
clubs,” and , 

By motion of Mr. Morrow, the 
league pennant for 1886 was awarded to 
Atlanta. Atlanta representatives then pre- 
ferred charges against Savannah for leaving 
the giounds and refusing to play schedule 
games. This and other charges were referred 
to special committees, 

The league took the matter of combining the 
offices of president, secretary and treasurer 
and giving the holder of the “Peo Bah” honor 
a salary of $1,200 per annum, this salary to 
pay the cost of telegraphy, stationery and 
other incidentals. This was, after discussion, 
agreed upon. John Morrow, of Nashville, 
was nominated by Mr. Ryan, of Atlanta, for 
the position and unanimously elected. 

Captain Sam T. Carnes, of Memphis was 
unanimously elected vice president of the 
league. 


Communications from Mobile and New Or- 
leans with reference to their application for 
membership were received. 

It was then decided to fix a guarantee to be 
deposited with the treasurer, forfeited if club 
does not finish ont the season at $2,000 for 
each club, 

At the afternoon session Mr. Morris, chair- 
man of the committee to which were referred 
certain charges against clubs, reported. The 
committee, he said, had agreed to impose a fine 
of $100 upon Charleston for the conduct in the 
Charleston. Chattanooga affair. 

Savannah was fined $106 in each instance 
for failure to play the three scheduled games 
with Atlanta. 

The Atlanta charges against Macon were 
thrown out. 

The report of the committee was unani- 
mously adopted. 

President Morrow then took the chair. 

It was decided to refer the entire matter of 
the treasurer's report to the president of the 
league, with power to act. 

A resolution was adopted requiring each 
club in the league to pay into the 
hands of the treasurer its first 
monthly dues of $150 by April 5, 1887, 
Logg guarantee fund of $2,000 by January 
15, 1887, 

The bond of President Morrow was fixed at 

2,000 more than the total amount of the guar- 
antee fund. He stated that he could give a 
bond of $15,000 at any time. 

Mr. Woods thought the succcss of the league 
depended largely upon the selection of a good 
city tosupply the vacancy created by the 
withdrawal of Augusta. He thought it would 
be expedic nt for representatives of the various 
stock companies that asked for membership to 
state what they proposed to do in the matter. 

Mr. Ryan asked if Savannah would remain 
in the league. 

Mr. Woods replied that he knew nothing to 
the contrary. 

A motion embodying the remarks of Mr. 
Woods was passed, and the. league first heard 
from Mr. Taylor and Mr. Kelley, of Mobile. 

These gentlemen stated their desire to come 
into the league, provided New Orleans wou!d 
also be admitted. They alsodesired to b 
allowed to play Sunday games. Under these 
conditions they were willing to put up this 
guarantee, They had the prettiest ball park 
in the south, and the people of Mobile were 
liberal patronizers of the national sport. 

Mr. Carter, of Birmingham, spoke for the 
Birmingham association. His city was con- 
stantly and rapidly growing, and under favor-

John Relaford, tho burglar and jail breaker, 
ig back in the Falton county jail, where he 
will remain until taken to the penitentiary to 
serve the term he will certainly get. 

Chief Connolly and Captain Crim reached 
Locust Grove about midnight, and found the 
negro sitting in an old house sarrounded, and 
had considerable trouble to get the prisoner 
Everybody in town appeared to be in bed, and 
after roaming around awhile they woke some 
one up and asked: 

“Can you tell us where that man is who was 
arrested here today? ’ 

“Oh, Knott’s got bim and you can’t get 
him until you pay the twenty-five dollars,” 


was the answer. 

“Who is Knott?” 

“Ob, Knott's all right.”’ 

‘Well, where is Knott?” 

‘Oh, he’s all right. This is a pretty time of 
night to be hunting up a prisoner,” answered 
the map, as he closed his door. The officers 
rovved about the town until they sawa light 
in the distance. Going.towards this they 
rencbed a house and knocked at the door. 

‘Come in,”’ said some one, 

The chief and captain opened the door and 
walkedin. Inthe center ot the room they 
saw Relaford, thenegro for whom they were 
hunting, securely tied witha rope. In each 
corner sat @ man—one was armed with a shot- 
gun and the other three with pistols, and the 
instant the officers stepped into the building 
every weapon was pointed at them. ;

Chief Connolly found that he could do 
nothing with the man and waited uatil 
daylight.

Immediately after he reached the city 
he was taken to the jail and placed inside the 
building.

Relaferd boarded the East Tennessee train at 
Moore’s Mill. As he walked into the car the 
conductor noticed that he was limping, and 
having been notified of the negro’s _—— at 
once suspected that he was the negro. sla- 
ford, when approached by the conductor and 
= for his ticket, pulled ont a dollar and 
Said: 

“I want to go to Locust Grove.” 

The conductor took out the fare, all the 
time eyeing the negro closely. Just before 
the train reached Locust Grove the conductor 
went up to the negro and said: 

“T believe you are the negro who got out of 
jail in Atlanta,” 

“No, sir, lain’t. I never was in jail in my 
life,”” answered the negro. 

“What makes you limp?” 

“T was at a ball last night, and danced un- 
til my foot got sore.” 

“Well, let me see that foot.” 

Relaford protested a t showing his foot, 
but finally gave in. He could show no cause 
for lameness on his feet, and then the con- 
ductor began an examination which disclosed 
the wound in the negro’s hip. This convinced 
the conductor that he had the right negro, 
and when the train reached Locust Grove 
Relaford was turned over to the marshal. 

Relaford gave the officers no trouble and 
came along quietly. Relaford says he made 
his escape from jail as was supposed, but that 
he did not get into a hack. He says he walked 
out toward the park and gotlost. About sun- 
up he found himself near the East Tennessee 
shops. Hethen started down the railroad 
and walked to Moore’s Mill, where he sat down 
and with a razor he hadin his pocket shaved 
off his mustache. Relaford was quite talka- 
tive, and related his experience with pleas- 
ure. 

“Now, John, tell the truth. Didn’t your 
wife meet you with a hack?’ 

‘‘No, "fore God she didn’t, I walked to the 
mili.” 

“Didn’t it hurt you to walk?” 

“No, sir. But after 1 satthere and got 
cold it made melimp. If the train had been 
there when I got there I wouldn’t have 
limped snd would go‘ away all right.” 

“Why were you going to Locust Grove?’ 

“Thave an uncle living out there in the 
cotntry, and I thought I’d go out there and 
stay a week or two.” 

“Did youthink you’d get through without 
any one knowing you?” 

“Yes, when I took my beard off I thought I 
wasall right. I hated to give them whiskers 
up,let me te 1 you.” 

“Well, you are back.” 

“Yes, and I guess I won’t get as gooda 
chance as that again.” 

Reloford shot a policeman named Grace in 
Macon ten years ago, inflicting a wound that 
came near producing death. He then left Ma- 
con.
